NOTES ES Ui PARISH COUNCIL MEBTING HELD ON.23RD APRIL 


Present: Chairman - Donald Welford, Clerk - Lewis Foreman, M. Spencer, R.. Stevens

the Clerk informed pounci tors of. his new address - 1 Mackley Close. Telephone 
number is before. 


Lighting tirs. Cheeseman reported that a light on The Daedings has not operated 
properly since the S.E.B carried out maintenance. The S.E.B were to be asked 
to look into this. : 


Hudson Street: A letter was read from the Uxfordshire C.C. stating that this was a 
low priority and that no action was proposed at this stage. Mr. Drake felt that 
the matter should be followed through, as a major traffic scheme was not being 
proposed. Mr. Drake was authorised to arrange a‘meeting between O.C.C and 
interested Councillors to discuss the matter on site. 


Castle Grounds: A letter had been received or Cherwell D.C asking the Parish 
Council to contact Mr. Woodall regarding the tarmacing of the ground beneath the 
Ocean Wave to obtain an estimate. 


Mr. Gardner raised the guestion of ownership of a boundary wall at Castle Grounds 
by the iron entrance gates, part of which had been damaged by tree felling 
operations. It was agreed to write to Messrs. Cluttons regarding this. 


Football Club: Deddington Football Club had written to the P.C regarding the 
proposed increase in rent from £5 to £75 p.as They were not prepared to pay the 
full increase as they felt this was rather exorbitant. They were however 
prepared to pay 235. <A proposal.of £50 was defeated, Councillors being in favour 
of asking for £35, with an increase next year. The Clerk to write and inform the 
Club. 


Windmill Site: Mr. Bond reported that two Planning Applications made to the 
Cherwell D.C. had been approved, subject to the following conditions:- 
Application A. Outline Permission tor new hall. Granted, subject to:- 

1. Provision of adequate car parking. 

2. Adequate sound insulation for proposed new building. 

Neither of these conditions would present any problem. 
Application B. Change of Use of existing buildings. Granted, subject to 
following conditions?- 

1.2 Buildings to be erected in accordance with Planning Permission. 
2. Work to be commenced within five years of date of Permission. 
3. Access to Hempton Road to be constructed to C.D.C approval before buildings 
put into use. 

4, Buildings not to be used later than 11 pem on any day except Friday or 
Saturday. 

5. Buildings not to be used later than 12 midnight on Friday or Saturday. 
6. Windows on the north aspect of section to be used as Social Club to be 
bricked up before being brought into use. 

7, Amplification equipment not to be used on site or in existing buildings. 
8. New work to be carried out in materials to match existing. 

9, During first available planting season northern boundary to be planted in 
accordance with agreed scheme with C.D.C. 


Councillors felt that conditions 4, 5 and 7 were too restrictive in that the 
proposed buildings could not be used for dances etc. Mr. Bond was instructed 
to contact the C.D.C in order to discuss these conditions. No further costings 
would be undertaken on the projects until these talks had taken place.

Street Lighting High St./New St: Mr. Stephens, an Assistant Street Lighting 
Engineer with Oxfordshire County Council, attended to present their proposal. 


The scheme at present with the Department of Transport is for steel lighting 
columns with 2m outreach arms and 90w low pressure sodium (orange) lamps. 
These would be 8m high and spaced at regular 35m intervals. £13,000 is the 
estimated cost. 


The lighting provided at Woodstock and Burford (wall mounted lights and columns. 
against houses) was justified as they are Conservation Areas. Deddington is not 
a Conservation Area so the appearance of the scheme is not considered to be so 
important. 


Several Councillors questioned Mr. Stephens, Douglas Ward asked if the P.C could 
contribute towards the cost and if so, would it affect the choice of scheme. 

Mr, Stephens thought the Department of Transport might accept an offer, particularly 
on the installation costs. He was unable to say what the cost might be for an 
alternative scheme. Mary Robinson asked if any of the columns could be sited back 
into houses, and to leave the main road uncluttered by steel poles. In the C.C's 
view, however, they should be sited midway between the highway and houses to give 

a uniform spread of light. The spacing of the poles and the outreach of the lights 
would give a high level of illumination throughout the night. All the houses on 
the main road would be highlighted and the brightness would be such that one could 
read by it alone. Mr. Stephens did agree to look again at the possibility of 
having some wall mounted lights. What is not open to consultation, however, is 

the precise positioning of each individual column. 


On the question of the colour of the light source, several Councillors made it 
clear that the warmer pink/gold light would be more acceptable than orange, and 
Mr. Stephens agreed to build this into his proposal. 


Monty Spencer was in favour of accepting the proposal as it stands since this is 
the one most likely to be acceptable to the Department of Transport on cost 
effective grounds. 0O.C.C cannot force their scheme on to Deddington, as the P.C 
is the lighting authority. But unless a scheme is agreed soon it will be very 
difficult for the P.C to come back at a later date and say they want it. Ifa 
scheme was agreed it could possibly be started at the end of the year. 


As far as the building of the M.40 is concerned, this in no way affects the 
decision to light the main road. The scheme would pay for itself within three 
years and even with the M.40 lighting is still thought to be necessary as, in 
the 0.C.C's view, the A.423 will continue to be a trunk road. 

The County Council lighting engineers are now in the process of drawing up a 
more detailed scheme for the P.C's consideration. 


Shop Signs in High & New St: It was reported that » meeting had taken place with 
the tradespeople concerned, They fully understood the position and the C.D.C's 
requirements for authorised signs. 

Litter: Mr. Stevens reported that litter was being dumped in the lane leading to 
the Mill. It seems that several years ago there was a sign stating the penalties 
for dumping litter at the top of the lane and Mr. Stevens wantSto see this replaced. 
It was agreed to write to C.D.C asking for this to be done. 

A number of Planning Applications were considered.

PAROCHIAL CHURCH COUNCIL meets on Friday, 16th May at 8.00 p.m. at the 
School. The special purpose is to discuss the North Aisle Project (N.A.P) 
We shall be glad of all comments on this idea. We prefer to hear these now, 
before we meke any decisions, VYather than afterwards, when it is too late. 


The object is to make the best use of the North Aisle by dividing it from 
the rest of the Church. It can then be used as a separate room or rooms 
for different purposes. Anyone who says simply ‘No. We cannot alter the 
present look of the Church ever" must realise two things. First, the Church 
has been altered time and time again in the past. Are we really meant to 
leave it as it is, even if it is of little use as it is? second how d-. we 
do the things we want to do, if we cennot use the NorthAisle for them 

How do we provide space for children, equipment for teaching, a space for 
worship smaller than the whole church, toilets, kitchen and anything else? 
For the most part we are not facing these sorts of questions. The N.A.P 
represents an attempt to solve them. 


A NO@E OK THE PARISH 


Just what is a parish? It is in essence a township, village or group of 
villages with its own church and clergyman. (Outside this church meaning, 

it has come to mean the smallest division of local government, with an 
elected Council and some small powers of levying rates to raise money for 
local public purposes such as street lighting.) There may be several hamlets 
or villages in a parish, but there is only one parish church. Hempton is a 
community with a church, but not a parish church. Clifton Church was never 

a parish church. 


Two points follow from this: 

1. We all belong to a parish, for the whole of England is divided into 
parishes. You may live five or ten miles from your parish church, but 
that is still your parish church. You may live five or ten miles from your 
vicar but he is still your vicar. Consequently, you are often asked to 
suppert your church and your vicar, expensive though these creatures are. 
2. The parish is essentially a small community. We must not be so concerned 
with parish loyalties that we forget how we belong to larger groups. There 
is nowadays very little district or county loyalty. There was much more 
county feeling when there where county regiments with thesr men actually 
drawn from the respective counties. All the same, we have some county 
obligations like the education service, some national duties, as well as 
parish loyalties. We must hold these in balance.

What is this life if full of care, 
We have’ no time to stand and stare? W.H. Davies 


A friend of mine was standing and staring under a tree not far from Deddington last week, 
when he heard a great rustling above him and down from the tree from some ten feet above 

him fell a fox, It ran away none the worse for its adventure. You never know what you may 
see if you are quiet and observant. A little muntjac deer ran across this same friend's 

path a week or so before the fox incident. Muntjac deer are not natives of this country but 
escapees from a deerpark, probably Woborn, where they were introduced from Java in the last 
century. They are small and jump very high for their height, and are successful at living 
Free in woods and parks of the Midlands and the Southern part of: England. 


Bishop and Mrs. Allen have been lucky in seeing the great spotted or pied woodpecker feeding - 
on bacon fat put out for tits in their garden. Several other people have reported that they 
have had a visit from this bird in their gardens. There would appear to be quite a few 
about, although it maybe the same one which enjoys food in the gardens of central Deddington. 


Coltsfoot, that yellow dandelionlike flower is one of the first harbingers of Spring. The 
flowers appear on a stout, scaley, purplish stem very early and before its heart-shaped 
leavessappear.. It has exceedingly long roots and is very difficult to get rid of if it 
gets a hold in the vegetable garden. But it flourishes best on waste ground. Early bees 
can be seen on a sunny day gathering pollen from the flowers, The Latin name for this 
flower is Tussilago farfara, Tussis is the Latin for a cough and cough medicine was made from 
this plant.
